PARIS or)—F rance’s new prdsi 
dent, 71-year-old Conservative Sen. 
Rene Coty, drove triumphantly into 
|jParis today. The nation’s weary 
Parliam ent 
which 
elected 
him 
went home to a Christmas rest and 
prospects of a new year fraught 
with strife and division. 
Coty, generally unknown to the 
public and no relation to the per­ 
fumers, was elected last night 
for a seven-year term to succeed 
Socialist Vincent Auriol. 
The new chief of state will take 
o ffice Jan. 
17. 
Prem ier 
Joseph 
Daniel’s Cabinet then will resign 
and France once 
more will be 
without a government. 
Coty’s election, at the Palace of 
Versailles eight 
miles from the 
capital, ended 
a 
week’s 
voting 
deadlock unprecedented in French 
history. 
Previously no more than two bal­ 
lots had been required to name a 
chief of state. Thirteen were held 
4 i t a two-a-day pace before Coty, 
first proposed on the 12th ballot, 
received the necessary majority of 
the more than 900 members of the 
Assembly and Senate.

Soviet Closes 
Book On Beria 
With Bullets 
MOSCOW LB—The Soviet Union 
closed the books today on Lavrenty 
P. Beria. 
The 
government 
an­ 
nounced that the longtime boss of 
the secret police and six of his 
henchmen were shot by a firing 
squad yesterday after a secret five- 
day trial. 
The 
Soviet 
Supreme 
Court found them guilty of high 
treason. 
Beria, 54, held the Soviet Union’s 
highest honors and had been ele­ 
vated to the No. 2 Kremlin post of 
first deputy prem ier and interior 
minister after Joseph Stalin died | 
nine months ago. Three 
months 
later, in 
June, 
Prem ier 
Georgi j 
Malenkov’s government arrested 
him and denounced him as a trait­ 
or to the state and communism. 
The execution announcement to­ 
day was the first disclosure that 
Beria’s trial had been going 
on 
since Friday behind locked doors. 
The official announcement said 
Beria and those who had conspired 
with him tried “to put the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs above the party 
and the government for the pur­ 
pose of seizing power” and aimed 
“for restoration of capitalism .” 
As early as 1919 Beria “occupied 
the post of secret agent” in Azer­ 
baijan, acting with groups “ under 
the control of British intelligence 
organs.” The announcement said: j 
“ In the following years up to his 
arrest, L. P. Beria continued and 
extended his 
secret 
connections 
with foreign intelligence services.” 
Shot along with Beria were Vse­ 
volod Merkulov, minister of state 
control; V. G. Dekanazov, secret 
police chief in Stalin’s and B eria’s 
home state of Georgia; D. Z. Kobu- 
lov, ex-deputy minister of internal 
affairs; S. A. Goglidze, internal af­ 
fairs chief in the Soviet Far E ast; 
P. Y. Meshik, internal affairs min­ 
ister in the Ukraine, and L. 
E. 
Vlodzimirsky, internal affairs 
in­ 
vestigations chief.

Term s 
of 176 m em bers on the four-mem 
bers, acting on recom m endations 
of county executive com m ittees of 
both parties. 
Executive com m ittees are nam ed 
%by county ventral com m ittees. And 
m em bers of central 
com m ittees 
are elected by voters in the May 
prim aries. 
“ That is the first 
grass 
roots 
operation,” Brown said of the vote 
for central com m ittee m em bers. 
lie explained that the vote for 
central com m itteem en or women 
in precincts, w ards or townships 
is, in effect, a vote for election 
board 
m em bers 
because of the 


0 m anner of their appointm ent. 
Brown 
recently 
urged 
county 
com m ittees 
to 
recom m end their 
favorites for election board ap 
pointm ents before Jan, 15. Brown 
wants the recom m endations early 
because he custom arily interviews 
* prospects personally before mak 
ing appointm ents, unless they are 
current board m em bers. 
The boards are im portant, Brown 
said, because they run the elec- 
4 lion m achinery in each county. Be­ 
sides their perm anent employes, 
boards hire approxim ately 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
w orkers to handle elections in the 
sta te ’s m ore than 
1 0 , 0 0 0 
polling 
places. 
Board m em bers—two Republians 
and two D em ocrats — serve four- 
year term s at pay ranging from 
a minimum of $506 a year in sm all 
counties to $5,000 in counties where 
voting is heaviest.

Term s of one D em ocrat and one 
Republican m em ber 
expire 
next 
February; term s o?» the other vtwo 
m em bers on Feb. 29, 1956. The new 
m em bers nam ed by Brown 
will 
serve until Feb. 28, 1958. 
Because of the even party divi­

boards, m em bers 
often 
deadlock on the hiring of a full­ 
tim e clerk. Brown breaks those ties 
as part of his official duties. 
Since Brown is .a 
Republican, 
4 < w ards know he would favor GOF 
applicants for clerk when regular 
qualifications are equal. That situa­ 
tion often 
results 
in 
agreem ent 
am ong board m em bers on a clerk 
and chairm an and probably ac­ 
counts for most chairm an being 
D em ocrats and most clerks being 
Republicans. 
Statute requires board chairm en 
and clerks to be of opposite poli­ 
tical faith. Deputy clerks on boards 
*’having them also belong to the 
political party different from the 
clerk. 
Most counties elect central com ­ 
m ittee 
m em bers 
in 
precincts. 
Franklin and Lucas counties oper­ 
ate on a ward basis. In Montgom­ 
ery County, D em ocrats elect com­ 
m itteem en by precinct and Repub­ 
licans by wards. 
The May prim ary election ballots

as one politician ob­ 
served, the candidates for county 
com m itteem en could well appear 
printed in “ grass roots” green.

covered disabilities. 
There are certain other chil­ 
dren who suffer from difficulty 
in one particular subject, such as 
re a d in g , sp e llin g , w ritin g or 
arithmetic. Many of these chil­ 
dren have difficulty in recogniz­ 
ing letters and figures which are 
actually m irror images of one 
another. Or they have a tendency 
to confuse the order and occur­ 
rence of letters w ithin words. 
Individual Teaching 
These children need a great 
deal of individual teaching to 
correct this difficulty. Once this 
is corrected, though, they usually 
progress very well. 
Above all, a child who is slow 
in school should be checked by 
his family physician who may be 
able to help the situation to a 
happy solution.

Rich Santa 


M any Colleges Due 
To Share In Loot 
For Bowl Games 


NEW YORK (jv—Television and 
r a d i o .sponsors 
are 
becoming 
“ sports Santa Clauses” for a lot 
of athletes at colleges and confer-® 
ences 
represented in next Jan. 
Ist’s football bowl games. 
The spectators at the annual 
New 
Year’s Day 
gridiron spec­ 
tacles will pay nearly two million 
dollars to watch the games, but 
the TV and radio rights will bring 
in almost one million more, an As­ 
sociated Press 
survey 
disclosed 
today. 
That’s a pretty nice collection of^ 
pies for the football teams to slice* 
up among themselves. 
Most of 
them have to count their confer­ 
ence brothers in, too. however, >o 
the athletic funds at many col­ 
leges will be swelled by the TV- 
radio take along with the gate re­ 
ceipts. 
Biggest bonanza of all is the 
Rose 
Bowl at Pasadena, Calif., 
matching UCLA 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Coast Conference against the B i^ 
10’s Michigan State. 
The TV-radio money there even 
tops the gate receipts, since the 
sponsors get an advantage over 
the other bowl games by coming 
on the air after the other major 
games are over. Also, the game 
pits the No. 3 team in the country, 
Michigan State against the No 5 
team, UCLA. 
The combined TV-radio take for 
the West Coast classic is $610,900^ 
well ahead of the gate of $340,000™ 
After 
game 
expenses, 
stadium 
rental, taxes and other expenses 
are taken out, each conference 
figures to get about $350,000. That 
will pay for a lot of scholarships, 
tackling dummies, tennis balls and 
other minor sports items. 
The Sugar and Cotton Bowls also 
are reported to have TV-radio con­ 
tracts in six figures to go with 
ticket sales in the $300.000-$400,-m 
000 range. But the Orange Bowl—™ 
probably the day’s best attraction 
from the spectator’s point of view 
since it matches Maryland, the No. 
1 team, against Oklahoma, No. 4 
—has a TV-radio contract calling 
for only $70,000. 
The teams will go home with 
something besides the train fare, 
however, for they’ve added 3,000 
seats to the bowl this year, making 
the capacity close to 70,000. Thatj* 
should push the gate receipts to 
around $386,000, and each team 
gets $120,000, which they’lf split 
with other conference members. 
I 
Rice, No. 6, and Alabama, No. 
13, will take home slightly more 
than $150,000 from the Cotton Bowl, 
at Dallas, which will take in a 
gate of $300,000 plus $120,000 from 
TV-radio and the program 
and 
concession money combined. 
Officials of the 
New 
Orleans* 
Sugar Bowl, who have Georgia^ 
Tech, No. 8, vs. West Virginia, 
No. IO, declined to release figures 
on the financial aspects of the 
game, as is 
their custom. 
But 
sources in New Orleans put the 
Sugar Bowl gate at $365,000 last 
year, and it was reliably reported 
here that the TV-radio would bring 
in another $100,000. 
The Rose Bowl is tops in the 
number of spectators, with 100,30(U 
to 82.000 for the Sugar Bowl and 
75,504 for the Cotton Bowl. 
The annual East West Shrine all- 
star game at San Francisco on 
Jan. 2 also benefits from TV-radio 
—and from the lack of competi­ 
tion from other games. The crowd 
of 63,000 will pay $280,000, with 
another $65,000 coming from TV- 
radio,

Santa Claus, Ind., Is Hit 
By Deluge Of Yule Letters 


Operation Scope 
Ranges From Tanks 
To Nike Missiles 


This year the Army is spending 
approximately $400 million for re­ 
search and development activities. 
It is being spent to maintain a 
technical superiority of our Army 
over that of our potential ene­ 
mies. 
A large portion of this money is 
being spent to accelerate guided 
missile and chemical warfare de­ 
velopment and to improve electro­ 
nic locating devices. Altogether, 
there are approximately 2,000 indi­ 
vidual studies or development ef­ 
forts in the Army’s R & D pro­ 
gram. 
Generally speaking, the program 
is divided into two main classifica­ 
tions: 
* 
* 
• 
1. DEVELOPMENT of new types 
of weapons. 
2. Improvement of existing weap­ 
ons. 
Since it is not within the poten­ 
tial of our nation to provide every 
type of weapon that science 
and 
American ingenuity can dream up, 
the Army must balance carefully 
the cost of each new or improved 
weapon or product against what it 
can achieve. This is known as cost 
effectiveness. 
R & D although initially expen­ 
sive, time and time again has im­ 
proved existing 
weapons 
and 
equipment which have resulted 
in lower costs. 
Occasionally, R&D will produce 
a completely new weapon—such as 
the guided missile—which necessi­ 
tates a new concept of use. In this 
field, R&D has to start with a study 
of new technology and basic com­ 
ponent development. It lacked not 
only the knowledge of just what 
could be done but had no battlefield 
experience for comparison 
with 
older weapons of this type. 
In order to evaluate such a wea­ 
pon, the Army had to carry a com­ 
plete weaponspsystem forward 
to 
the prototype stage to obtain suffi­ 
cient data for proper cost effective­ 
ness analysis. • • • 
IN THE CASE of air-defense mis­ 
siles, the Army found that its Nike 
missile not only made it possible to 
destroy aircraft at speeds and alti­ 
tudes that conventional armament 
could not cope with, but did the 
job at a reduced cost in dollars and 
manpower. 
Progress such as this and other 
dramatic 
advances 
now 
being 
made have added immeasurably 
to the defensive and offensive cap­ 
ability of the Army. 
Advances made possible by the 
A rm y’s progressive research and 
development program are not limit­ 
ed to such dram atic achievements 
as guided missiles. 
A good example of this was the 
new field telephone wire which 
came into use during the Korean 
war. Prior to the Korean hostil­ 
ities, the Army met its needs 
with stocks of World War II tele­ 
phone wire. As the old supply 
dwindled, new wire stocks had to 
be procured. 
As a result of the R&D program, 
the Army was able to place in pro­ 
duction a new type wire that not 
only was cheaper than the old wire 
but also was considerably lighter. 
It had the additional quality of re­ 
laying clearer messages over long­ 
er distances. 
This improved telephone wire, 
procured for a time at the rate of 
40,000 miles per month, has saved 
the Army more than $100 million 
since it was put into production. 
FROM TIME to time, however, 
R&D produces a new weapon that 
does a better job but costs 
more 
than the old to produce. A typical 
example of this type of research 
and development is the tank. 
The Army’s Patton 48 is a com­ 
pletely new tank. It has 
stronger 
armor, greater speed and mobility, 
and greater killing power. It has 
four men in its crew instead of five, 
and it requires less training time 
due to improvements in control. 
The Patton 48 is 
an 
expensive 
piece of equipment, but the switch­ 
over from earlier 
models—Per­ 
shing, Patton 46 and Patton 47— 
was necessary if we were to keep 
ahead of our possible enemies. 
A second best tank can 
achieve 
victory only with overwhelming 
numbers. The Army believes that 
the higher quality of the new' tank 
not only is less expensive in dollars 
in the long run, but also far cheap-, 
cr in loss of American manpower. 
Examples of other 
.successes, 
which have a more direct bearing 
on individual combat, are a 
new 
hand grenade with four times the 1 
effective killing power of its older ! 
counterpart, a new recoilless anti-1 
tank weapon which spells death for 
any tank known to be in the hands 1 
of our potential enemies, and body 
arm or, which so effectively pro-1 
tected our soldiers in battle in Ko­ 
rea.

much-heralded “Santa Claus and 
his Workers.” 
His drawing depicted Santa in 
his workshop with a group of elfin 
assistants, his reindeer and sleigh, 
toys, stockings at the fireplace— 
and the huge record books, inside 
of which were the behavior items 
of every child in the entire land. 
This visual concept of Santa 
using his record book to determine 
the proper gifts no doubt was the 
incentive 
that 
started 
children 
writing him letters. In these let­ 
ters, then as today, they stressed 
their good behavior as a basis for 
their gift requests.

SEOUL, Korea UPV—A letter to 
Frances: 
Dear Wife: 
The star of Bethlehem 
may 
have shone as usual over Amer­ 
ica and the rest of the free world 
this Christmas season, but it was 
rather difficult to see here. 
The nights have been cloudy in 
this capital of a land of agony, 
a country as troubled now’ as w'as 
the country in which Jesus was 
horn. 
Many a refugee mother these 
days hasn’t 
even 
the 
meagre 
comfort given to Mary so long 
ago. There is no small inn where 
her Joseph can take her. There 
isn’t even a manger to shield 
her from curious eyes 
as 
she 
bears her child. 
A frozen roadside ditch has 
been the birth bed for many a 
young Korean in recent weeks. 
Then the mother has had to rise 
and walk stolidly on, clutching 
her new-born babe to her bosom 
and hoping to find a refuge some­ 
where for it and for her. Where 
there is so much misery there 
are few' sanctuaries. 
The infant Jesus had a better 
start in this world than 
many 
Korean babies. 
The Prince of Peace, looking 
down on us now from heaven, 
must feel the aches that mortals 
still inflict upon each other as 
blindly as 
they 
once 
inflicted 
upon his own immortal self when 
He fell by choice within the reach 
of their 
ignorance 
and 
panic 
fears. 
Santa Claus came here in small 
ways. The United Nations troops 
generally had a better Christmas 
than they had expected, consid­ 
ering the 
military 
emergency. 
.Special airplane flights brought 
their mail and many last-minute 
packages from home. 
They may have had to stagger 
their Christmas Day celebration 
over several days, but even all 
the frontline companies m anag­ 
ed to rotate their men back in 
turn to get the same hot Christ­ 
mas meal enjoyed by rear area 
troops. 
It all tasted wonderful to the 
men tired of eating the same old 
basic ration out of cold cans for 
five or six months. 
These men in the field showed 
so much ihger.uity to keep the 
spirit on Christmas alive that it 
would break your heart to see 


how stubbornly 
they 
cling 
to 
things they love. 
The doughboys went out into 
the dangerous hills to bring back 
evergreen growths to serve 
as 
Christmas trees. They cut sec­ 
tions from cans for stars. They 
saved the foil from their cigar­ 
ette packs for weeks to give their 
trees a silver glitter. 
First aid 
cotton and bandages served as 
artificial snow. 
For most of us over here there 
was a sense of guilt about trying 
to celebrate Christmas in an at­ 
mosphere of temporary plenty in 
a country that lives in perpetual 
need. 
Santa Claus does come in some 
ways. If you aren t a Croesus 
who can solve the problems of 
all the civilians here sometimes 
you unexpectedly feel, 
without 
having meant to do so, that you 
have done some good in a season 
where every Christian is remind­ 
ed he should live as the first 
Christian taught.

NEW YORK UPV—If Lorelei and 
Santa Claus keep their dates on 
schedu e the nation’s jewelers will 
have their m erriest Christmas. 
Jewelry stores hope their gross 
sales volume will approach lVfc bil­ 
lion dollars this year. If so, it will 
be a five per cent gain over last 
year which, in turn, was four per 
cent better than 1951. 
Jewelers do about 30 per cent of 
their annual business at Christmas 
time, so this is the season they 
keep their fingers crossed. 
Diamonds may be a girl’s best 
friend, as Lorelei points out. But 
will this Christmas be a friendly 
one? 
The Christmas gift trade has 
been pretty good in most places— 
but the customers tend to eye the 
less expensive items. Big ticket 
goods have been harder to move 
this year, most merchants agree. 
The Jewelry Industry Council, 
however, says it expects when the 
returns are in that the jewelry 
stores will have topped last year’s 
record Christmas sales. 
The stores sell a lot of things 
besides diamonds. They carry the 
whole list, with costume jewelry 
and other less expensive items in 
abundance for the thrifty. 
Diamonds, watches and silver, 
however, top the jeweler’s dollar 
sales volume list, the council says. 
It reports diamond sales at Christ­ 
mas are increasing, and the gov­ 
ernment’s statistical charts of per­ 
sonal income totals don’t give the 
only clue to this.
